AMERICA'S INDUSTRIAL CEHXEB,

The Title Given Pittsburc ty Uio Chamber
of Commerce Testorday.

At the meeting of the Board of Directors of
the Chamber ot Commerce yesterday Mr. Rlck-etso- n.

of tba Committee on Legislation, re-
ported that the committee had decided sot to
take any action on the request of the Dew
Yrk Board of Trade to take soma action on
House bill No. iXS. relating to the retaking ot
the census, until they can get a copy of the bill
and examine ItJ. B. Scott, of the Committee on Transporta-
tion, reported having sent to H. D.
Davis, of West Virginia, a statistical report of
Pittsburg and its resources. The renort was
prepared by Superintendent Follansbee. was
completo in every detail and showed careful
and complete work.

Dr. Allison, of the Committee on Statistics,
submitted a nancr civinir clans for the publica
tion of a book containing a full and complete
statistical account ot Pittsburg and Allegheny
county business. The committee suggested
that the book be named "America's Industrial
Center," and that the compilation of it beciven
to J. MortouHalL The committee also asked
that JLO0O be aDpropriated for this purpose.

Mr. Kelly entered some objections to appro-
priating so much money for the purpose, and
stated that tbero were numerous publications
giving tho desired statistics that were given
awaj free. Morrison Foster wanted the Com-
mittee on Statistics to report monthly on the
different items under that bead, which was
agreed to. The report was then adopted and
referred to the Committee on Statistics to
carry out the suggestions.
